It is hoped that Canadian health insurance ‘schemes 
will not put a premium on getting sick, People who are 
self-employed are said to be away from their jobs less 
than are pedple on salary who get paid while sick. 

Our idea of a sound health-insurance scheme is_ the 
$100 deductable collision insurance well and favorably 
known ‘to the casualty insurance people. The man who 
had to pay out of his own pocket the first $100 of the 
cost of an illness would not be cluttering up the hospitals 
with trivial ailments of a self-curing nature. And yet the 
man who was confronted with a‘major disaster in_ the 
form of a long and expensive illness would not find the 
burden. intolerable. ‘

still remember the case of a man who had to sell his home 
cheaply because his wife's illness had cost $3,000 in 18

Several years ago there was an in- 
tense agitation for more. care in 
rescue efforts, it being stated that 
victims died because artificial res- 
pirafion was discontinued too soon. 
They died possibly because all nec- 
essary efforts were not made to re- 
vive them-—because the posstbilities 
of long-continued artificial respira. 
stun Were not fully reaitzeu, 

There are well-authenticatea _re- 


I ports of artificial respiration being 
successful after as many as’ five 
hours. In cases of electrical shock, 
at least one instance is known of a 


patient being revived after apparent- 
ly being dead for eight hours. 
Even if the victim has been in the 
water for as long as 30 minutes, 
there igs a chance that life is not ex- 
tinct --that proper resuscitation meth 
ods have a chance of bringing back 
consciousness, . 
Also, artificial respiration must 
be started as quickly as possible and 
continued for a long period—six’ 
hours or longer. It is not until rigor 
mortis sets in that lite can be as- 
sumed to be extinct. One of the most 
documented caseg of late revival is 
that of a child, brought back to life 
after five hours’ active work and 
hours after the child had been pro- 
nounced dead, 
It is also important that those us- 
ing artificial respiration be sure that 
air enters the lungs properly while 
they are working on the patient, 
There is always a possibility that a 
spasm of the larynx occurred and 
that the victim suffocated 
than drowned. 
The most popular method of arti- 
ficial respiration is the Schaefer 
method. In this the body is raised 
gently by the waist to allow water 
to drain from the lungs an’ stomach, 
It is then placed in a prone. position 
with the head and chest lower than 
the reat, if possible. The head should 
be placed on one side on one of the 
patient’s arms. The rescuer kneels 
astride the vict‘m and applies pres- 
sure rhythmically in the region of 
the lungs., If possible, the patient 
should be kept warm with blankets 
and hot water bottles, 
Rescuers should remember 
five points: 
1—Clear ‘he patieht quickly 
2—Start artificial respiration with- 
out delay. 

3—Use. warmth if possible. 

4—Do not stop artificiat respiration 
until the patient breathes or 
there are definite signs of 
the onset of rigor mortis,

SUMMER RESTING tits 
THE LAYING QUARTERS 


_ Too few farmers in Alberta give 
sufficient attention to the laying 
quarters, Many poultry ‘flocks are 
badly infested with lice and poultry 
premises with mites, In many in- 
stances theré.are other diseases such 
as paralysis and tuberculosis to con- 
tend with, 

C. W. Traves, Poultry Commis- 
sionér, says that where a flock of 
pullets is being reared to replace the 
hens it is advisable to dispose of all 
the old birds not later.than the end 
of July. This is especially true if the 
laying premises have not received a 
summer rest for some years. All 
movable equipment such as nests 
feed hoppers, etc., should be remov- 
ed from the house, thoroughly 
scrubbed and disinfected and left out 
in the sun, The house should be thor- 
oughly cleaned, scraped and the 
floor. scrubbed, following which all 
the house including walls, ceiling, 
drop boards, and’ all non-movable 
material should be sprayed with a 
good disinfectant solution, Ail win- 
dows should be removed and the 
house left open to the sunlight and 
air, and wnder no circumstances 
should stock’ of any kind be allowed 
to enter the house. 

If there has been any trouble from 
disease or parasites, the ground all 
around the laying house should be 


burned. The ground should then be 
well limed and lightly cultivated. 
DO NOT PLOW OR DIG. Cultivate 
lightly ‘every ten days or two weeks. 
Remember that any disease or par- 
asites that affect pwultry cannot 
stand sunlight and fresh air,

Maintenance of Soil Fertility 


Recently, a world-wide survey 
has been made to determine the 
degree to which soil fertility is 
maintained or lost under various 
systems of agriculture. This sur- 
vey has shown that, in general, 
reliance is placed on three different 
methods to maintain soil fertility 
Briefly, these are as follows: 

Meruop 1. Natural recuperation 


of the soil without manuring.. This , 


method is employed in the modern 
extensive agriculture of Australia, 
Argentine, Western Canada, and in 
wheat areas of the United States. 
It .seems that a wheat yield of 
around 13 bu. per acre represents 
the level at which soil fertility is 
maintained by this method. 

Mernop 2. The use of local 
wmanures, chiefly animal, to supple- 
ment natural recuperation. i 
method is best seen in the tradi- 
tional agriculture of China and 
Japan. About 20 bu..of wheat per 
acre represents the level of fertility 
reached by Method 2. 

Mernop 3. The use of inorganic 
(mineral) fertilizers to supplement 
local manures and natural recupera- 
tion of the soil. This method is 
employed in the intensive farming 
systems of Great Britain, New 
Zealand, and, for some crops, in the, 
United States. The average yield 
of wheat in countnes where this 
method predominates is around 
35 bu. per acre. : 

From this survey it is clear that 
the first method maintains soil 
fertility at the lowest level. The 
method is, in effect, one of “mining” 
the initial fertility of the soil. 
Unfortunately, it is the method 
that is widely employed in Western 
Canada. Already, it has led to soil 
exhaustion and to severe soil 
erosion. 

If we are to secure and maintain 
the. increased crop production the 
world so vitally needs, it is impera- 
tive that we increase the use of 
mineral fertilizers. We must stop 
burning stuble and straw, and wast- 
ing farmyard manure.
